REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 


Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey Bear 
since the late late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the 
spread of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest fire 
laws in 1903. since that date, the State has appointed a town/city forest fire 
warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground must be 
approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. All forest 
fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as they are 
reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the town/city and 
the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention and forest fire 


training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has given 
New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United States.

Report of Commissioners 


The twelve months since our last annual meeting have been very rewarding 
and we now see the light at the end of the tunnel. The many delays in 
getting the approval of the plans for our new treatment pliant and sewer 
system which were described to you in past annual summaries came to an end 
when on September 23, 1980 the State of New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission sent a letter to the District approving the 
treatment plant and specs. 


While this was not the final approval, it certainly was a major milestone 
in our struggles. Next the plans and specs were forwarded to the Environmental 
Protection Agency in Boston. It took that office about two more months to 
review and approve them and to issue the necessary documents so that on 
December 5 the grant offer was received from the State, signed and returned. 


Finally, on January 14, 1981 word was received from the State Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission that we were allowed to advertise for bids. 
As we write this report, the projects have now been advertised.The bids for 
the Sewers will be opened at the Town Hall on March 9 at 1.30 P.M.3 and bids 
for the Treatment Plant will be opened at the same time and place on March 12. 


At the annual Sewer District meeting to be held on March 31 at 7.30 P.M., 
the Commissioners plan to completely review the cost of the construction, the 
sequence of construction and the special details that the residents of the 
District should be alert for. In particular the method of sewer construction 
in the streets and the possible traffic disruptions and other problems that 
might be expected will be discussed in great detail. Attention would also be 
on the method and timing of residents connecting to the new sewers. The 
cost of such connections will also be discussed. 


The Commissioners strongly urge that all affected residents of the District 
attend the annual meeting, and be prepared to ask questions and take notes. 
Again the date of the Sewer District Meeting - March 31 at the Town Hall at

Board of Selectmen: 


I have examined the finanical statements of the Town of Newfields for the year 
ended December 31, 1980, and have issued my report thereon dated February 20, 
1931. As a part of my examination I reviewed and tested the Towns' system of 
internal accounting control to the extent I considered necessary to evaluate 
the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these 
standards the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance 
thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent of other auditing proced- 
ures that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable but not 
absolute assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthor- 
ized use or disposition, and the reliability of financial records for preparing 
financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The concept of 
reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal account- 
ing control should not exceed the benefits derived and also recognizes that the 
evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgments by 
management. 


Mherevare inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the pot- 
ential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the per- 
formance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of 
instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness, or other personal factors. Con- 
trol procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segragation of duties can be cir- 
cumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented inten- 
tionally by management with respect to the estimates and judgments required in the 
preparation of finanical statements. Further, projection of any evaluation of in- 
ternal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the proced- 
ures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


My study and evaluation of the Town of Newfields system of internal accounting 
control for the year ended December 31, 1980, which was made for the purpose set 
forth in the first paragraph above, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses 
in the system. However, such study and evaluation disclosed the following con- 
ditions that I believe to be areas that should be improved on.

GENERAL FUND 
General Fixed Assets: 


The Town does not maintain records of general fixed assets as a matter of policy. 
The recording: of “fixed assets would fulfill the need to provide for physical, dol- 
lar value control, and establish accountability for general government capital 
expenditures over the years. 


With the recording of fixed assets, the related depreciation could be determined 
on an annual basis for the purpose of measuring total cost of governmental ser- 
vices and evaluating the efficiency of programs. 


ENTERPRISE FUND - WATER 
Collection of Funds: 


Collection of funds should be controlled, balanced, and deposited by one person, 
who does not have access to individual customer balances. There is presently one 
person performing all these duties.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


The system of planning, implementing and evaluating curricula and instruction 
in the schools causes a periodic review of selected curriculum areas done by a 
committee of staff and lay people from the community. This year much time has been 
spent on reviewing and selecting a new science program for our schools. Much of 
this will be implemented in September 1981. Everyone is excited over the prospect 
and looks forward to seeing new materials, new ideas and the latest knowledge avail- 
able placed in our schools for science instruction. My appreciation to all those 
who worked so hard to make a new science curriculum a reality in 81-82 under the 
leadership of Dick Short, Teacher Consultant. 


The Newfields School District has long been committed to meeting the indi- 
vidual needs of students. We have done much to improve our offerings to special 
education youngsters both in self contained classrooms and mainstreaming. Our 
Title I federally funded program has provided supplementary help to LD students in 
reading. The many aides and professionals working with these students have resulted 
in impressive progress rates and our BLOe Late have received state wide attention 
as an exemplary program. 


The review of what takes place in the classroom must be given priority. The 
good administrator makes frequent visits to the classroom helping the teacher to 
improve their instructional programs. This past summer a small but dedicated group 
of teachers worked with me in preparing a new appraisal packet for teacher perform- 
ance. This included new documents for classroom observation reports as well as an 
annual estimate of teacher evaluation. This system will be put into place next fall 
after having been reviewed by a number of groups during this school year. 


A complete evaluation of our elementary schools will be done by the time you 
read this report. Last year a committee reviewed our Senior High and Junior High 
Schools in detail. As a results commendation and suggestions were made. We now 
have a 5 year accreditation for both schools. Our elementary schools will be 
reviewed by the State Department and we will work with the results of that evalu- 
ation in all of our towns during the Spring and Fall of 1981. 


Mary Beth Stevens has worked this year in a combination teaching and adminis- 
trative role. Her first report is included here. 


"Tt is with great pleasure I write my first Newfields School report. The 
enrollment figure for Newfields is nearing sixty (60) students. The school is 
presently grouped into three (3) units; Grades 1 and 2, 3 & 4, and 5 & 6. Each 
unit has one (1) full time teacher with the exception of Grades 5 & 6. In this 
unit the teaching principal is responsible for the morning lessons assisted by the 
full time teacher. In addition to the full time staff, an Art and Music teacher 
instruct the children two (2) half days a week. Other key personnel include a 
part-time tutor and aide, nurse, speech therapist, school secretary, and custodian. 
The school also receives services from various S.A.U. #16 specialists."
